Yaroslavl  Army  Barrack?  is  located  in 
the  center  of  Yaroslavl  on  tin  north  hank  of 
the  Kotorosol  River  (Figure  1).

I ire  area  was  covered  on  7 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1Y61  and  December 
1964.  One  building  was  under  construction  on 
photography  of  December  1904.  The  installation 
was  moderately  active  on  all  coverage.

small  tanks. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area
